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Detailed Action 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to Claim 3: 

The limitation found in claim 3 of an bottle cap for a neck of a bottle having an 
upwardly protruding nozzle at an upper portion of the bottle cap having an outlet 
opening at an edge portion of the nozzle for dispensing liquid therefrom by titling the 
bottle; a closing lid that covers the outlet opening, a telescope straw adjacent to the 
outlet opening; wherein the first straw portion is secured in the cap body and the second 
straw portion being axially moveable and extending upwardly out of the nozzle; a pump 
button associated with a spray pump of the cap body, is place adjacent to the nozzle 
wall and is directed upwardly in an axial direction of the bottle cap in combination with 
the other claimed limitations were not found or taught by the prior art.
